Boiling Point 
Said Reached 
Bv Indonesians 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, Aug. 17 
— President Soerkarno said to­ 
day that the Indonesians are at 
“ the boiling point” and will go 
to w ar, if 
necessary, 
to gain j 
control of Dutch New Guinea. 
Dr. Soerkarno told a m ass ra l­ 
ly at J a k a rta on the fifth anni­ 
v e rsa ry of the Indonesian dec­ 
laration of independence that the 
whole of the form er N etherlands 
E a s t Indies belongs to Indonesia. 
He declared: 
‘We will keep 
on 
fighting 
whatever may come 
u n t i l 
Dutch New Guinea is return­ 
ed to our fold. If settlement by 
negotiations can not be arriv­ 
ed at within this year, a major 
conflict will arise on the issue 
of who will be in power on the 
island from then onward.”

DIET AND HEALTH 


A Disease That May Be Severe 


By HERMAN N. BUNOESIM, M.D. 
WHEN first described In 1916 
and for many years thereafter, 
In fectious 
p olyn eu ritis 
w as 
thought of as a fairly mild dis­ 
ease. Today, however, we know 
that while many mild cases occur, 
it can be severe and even fatal. 
This disorder, also known as the 
Gulllain-Barre syndrome, con­ 
sists of an inflammation of the 
brain, spinal cord, and nerves. 
Apparently, it is due to infection 
with a virus, but it is not conta­ 
gious insofar as we know, that 
is, passed from one person to an­ 
other.

T bs symptoms vary greatly, 
some cases being so mild as to go 
unrecognized; others are so se­ 
vere as to cause an alm ost total 
paralysis. In general, however, 
most victims complain of tingling 
in the muscles, loss of sensation 
here and there and partial p ar­ 
alysis, particularly of the aums, 
legs, and one of the facial nerves. 
Though the condition comes on 


rather suddenly, R is often pre­ 
ceded by a cold or some other mild 
infection of the nose or throat. 
Once it begins, it progresses ra ­ 
pidly with the development of 
muscle w eakness,num bness,ting­ 
ling, and pain. 


Insofar as treatm ent of the 
oonditlon is concerned, the p a­ 


tient is put at rest in bed. This is 
im portant since the earlier the 
patient is put to bed, the less like­ 
lihood there is of severe inflam ­ 
mation of the nerve tissues. 


Movement of Arms 


Pain-relieving drugs may be 
used in the dosage prescribed by 
the physician. M assage and active 
and passive movements of the 
arm s and legs help to prevent 
wasting of the muscles and de­ 
formities. Hot packs, which are 
used in infantile paralysis, are 
also helpful in this disorder. Large 
doses of vitamin B -l or thiamin 
and ascorbic acid or vitamin C 
are used. 
The patient with infectious 
polyneuritis is best taken care of 
in a hospital. This condition can 
be most severe; hence prompt 
treatm ent of it is Important. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. L.: Every nigho I have night 
sweats. What would cause this? 
Aruwer: There are many causes 
for night sweats. The most com­ 
mon one, of course, is sleeping 
with too many covers. Night 
sweats are often due to the pres­ 
ence of a chronic infection in the 
body. 
You should have a thorough 
exam ination made by your doc- 
lor to determine the cause of tha 
trouble.

DIET AND HEALTH 


A Disease That May Be Severe 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHEN A ril described in 1916 
and for m any years th ereafter, 
In fe c tio u s 
p o ly n e u ritis 
w as 
thought of as a fairly m ild dis­ 
ease. Today, however, we know 
th a t while m any mild cases occur, 
it can be severe and even fatal. 
This disorder, also known as the 
G uillaln-B arre syndrom e, con­ 
sists of an inflam m ation of the 
brain, spinal cord, and nerves. 
A pparently, it is due to infection 
with a virus, but it is not co n ta­ 
gious insofar as we know, th a t 
is, passed from one person to a n ­ 
other. 
Total Paralysis 
The sym ptom s vary greatly, 
some cases being so mild as to go 
unrecognised; others are so se­ 
vere as to cause an alm ost total 
paralysis. In general, however, 
m ost victims com plain of tingling 
in the muscles, lose of sensation 
here and there and partial p a r­ 
alysis, particularly of th e awtns, 
legs, and one of the facial nerves. 
Though the condition comes on 
rath er suddenly, K Is often p re­ 
ceded by a cold or some other mild 


tien t is put at rest In bed. This is 
Important since the earlier the 
patient is put to bed, the less like­ 
lihood there is of severe inflam ­ 
mation of the nerve tissues. 


Movement of Arms 
Pain-relieving drugs may be 
used in the dosage prescribed by 
the physician. Massage and active 
and passive m ovem ents of the 
arms and legs help to prevent 
wasting of the muscles and de­ 
formities. Hot packs, which are 
used In Infantile paralysis, are 
also helpful in this disorder. Large 
doses of vitamin B -l or thiam in 
and ascorbic acid or vitam in C 
are used. 
The patient with infectious 
polyneuritis is best taken care of 
in a hospital. This condition can 
be most severe; hence prom pt 
treatm ent of It is im portant.

Under such condition*, a des­ 
potism appears—either the des­ 
potism of the person, or of an 
oligarchy or a mob. The 
indi­ 
vidual is not only repressed; he 
is actually suppressed as a nuis­ 
ance. Whoever controls f o r c e 
and power, controls man. The in­ 
dividual not only may not do ac­ 
cording to his choice; he may 
not th;nk without consent. 
Thus. Zhdanov 
was 
able 
to 
dictate the character of newly- 
written music; and now Stalin is 
messing about with the propri­ 
ety of words. Dictators operate 
not only in the political and eco­ 
nomic realm; they would fash- 
i n all men to their tastes and 
destroy those who dis p l e a s e 
th e m . 
Walter Hoving makes this in­ 
teresting point: 
“One of tne moat tragic conse­ 
quences of all this is that we 
have lost our deep seated belief 
in freedom itself. Although we 
still use the word, its connota­ 
tion has changed. We have sub­ 
stituted for freedom 
a sort 
of 
parasitical security. For examp­ 
le, many people number among 
the s< -called four freedoms two 
new ones. . . .they are the free­ 
dom from want and the freedom 
from fear. These, of course, are 
not freedoms at all, but securi­ 
ties.” 
For every benefit, there must 
be a compensatory payment or 
even sacrifice. Therefore, to ob­ 
tain extraordinary securi t i e s , 
freedoms have to be curtailed 
or sacrificed entirely. 
Guaran­ 
teed existence, w'hich is called 
security, can only mean a les­ 
sening or the elimination of per­ 
sonal responsibility. This is the 
essential danger of our era.
